Some Interesting Information Given by Mr. C. A. Dunning. 
General Manager of the Saskatchewan Co-Operative Elevator 
Co., in Reference to Marketing Conditions in the 
Prairie Provinces 


| There are in the three prairie pro¬ 
vinces over three thousand country 
elevators operating at the present 
time with a total storage capacity of 
about fifty-eight million bushels.

transportation. Thi* transportation 
ia not like our great lakes, which in¬ 
volves two or three transfers, but 
ia one of the greatest rivers in the 
world. Ocean-going steamers come 
right up to the ports. They have an 
advantage in view of the fact thu 
they have the cheap peon labor, a 
thing not desired ia Canada. Mr. 
Dunning pointed out that he was 
speaking at all times of conditions 
as they exist in normal times and 
his whole address most be taken 
from that point of view. 

As to Australia, tha wheat Selt was 
merely a belt and nothing else. The 
belt waa round the coast, for as 
everyone knew, the interior was a 
great desert. In Australia the wheat 
ripened and was threshed right on 
the field. There was no very great 
expense involved, and they also had 
an‘advantage in ocean transporta¬ 
tion. The Australian tariff regula¬ 
tions with the Motherland gave them 
an advantage which Canada did not 
possess. Australia has *a far mor: 
marked British preference than Can¬ 
ada for their importations of British 
goods. They had a lower freight 
rate because vessels coining to take 
wheat over came loaded with goods, 
while of the vessels carrying Cana¬ 
dian grain came either with half a 
cargo or with a cargo not very pro¬ 
fitable. 

India possessed the cheapest labor 
in the world, and Russia, the greatest 
wheat producing cowaixy in the 
I world, could produce at a fbw cost. 

"It ia useless to speak of a home 
|market,” continued Mr. Dunning, “so 
long as We are exporting two-thirds

The authority mentioned says there 
was a time when a $10 bill—in Egyp¬ 
tian papyri—would purchase s com¬ 
plete trousseau, including gowns, 
linens, cooking and eating utensils, a 
youthful slave, furniture, a shelter 
but and a camel. 

Computed on this same basis, Mr. 
West points out that a wedding feast, 
comprising't dosen courses, would 
cost twenty cents a plate. Such a 
banquet would include fruit of jujube, 
dates, cake ; cummin, pigeons, lotus, 
lentils, onions, vetches, wine and 
boer. 

“Today,” he says, “we pay far more 
for food, clothing, amusements, edu¬ 
cation, medicine and insurance, and 
get less. It is not sn exaggeration 
to say that the Egyptian earning 
twenty cents a day could bring up a 
family with less worry amf trouble 
than a Canadian workman of the 
present earning $2 a day.” 

Among the „domestic bargains 
which Mr. West says were available 
to the Roman Egyptians were straw 
at four cents a pound, a horse at 
$1.30, a pig at seven cents, a sheep at 
Inine cents and a Gallic slave at 
fifty-four cents. 

Destruction of Rheims * 

Rheim* in time of peace had sia 
thousand houses intact; of these, two 
thousand have been entirely destroy¬ 
ed and three thousand have been 
damaged more or less seriously. The 
Germans have guns at a distance .of 
[just one mile from the Cathedral, and 
the Cathedral is in the very heart of 
Rheims. Evan with their field guns 
of .77 rflibre stationed at Nogcnt 
t’Abeasee and in the famous fort of 
Brimont they can hurl shells upon the 
Cathedral. The two greatest indus¬ 
tries of the city before the war were 
the woollen manofactures and the 
making of champagne wine. The 
Gcfmans were unable to loot the.bulk 
of the champagne supply or to wreck 
the immense mileage of wine cellars, 
but it ia a different story with regard 
to the woollen industry. There ia not 
a single woollen- factory left in 
Rheims. 'The Germans’ espionage 
system had revealed to them tne loca¬ 
tion of every woollen factory, its ca¬

The High Cost Of Living. 

Prom on* pet Innovation w* 

I pass to another, and juat at pree- 
|ent there ia a resounding call for 
an enquiry into the high coat of 
living. There ia a certain amount 
of thoughtleaa Impulse in our 
make-up, and probably that ia 
why. Commiaeiona and Boards 
of Enquiry may sit from now uir 
til Doomsday and evolve all man¬ 
ner of theories, some of them 
good and some of them bad, but 
not one of them will lead one jot 
or tittle toward bringing about 
the actual lowering of the price 
of living, for the simple reason 
that it can only be brought to 
pass by individual effort 

Put into other words, mankind 
ia becoming more and more an 
expensive creature. His concep¬ 
tions of his requirements and of 
what is necessary for hid being 
are year after year calling into 
creation new lines of commerce 
and fresh forces of manufactur¬ 
ing and producing effort before 
unknown, until what was once a 
remote luxury enjoyed only 
through a sense of imagination, 
has become an indespensible part 
of every-day life. And so man¬ 
kind goes on, ever evolving and 
demanding a higher sense of com¬ 
fort and a more luxurious way of - 
living, and the price of all this, 
ever accmodating in one direct¬ 
ion. proceeds to rise in exact ratio 
with his desires, until it over¬ 
takes him and causes him to halt 
Naturally, mankind blames the 
price, and not himself, for ris¬ 
ing, which is hardly fair consid¬ 
ering how assiduously he has 
striven to outstrip the mode of 
living of his forbears. 

As long as mankind continues 
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The British Cabinet Crisis. 

The political crisis of the psst 
few days in Great Britain, while 
not an absolute surprise, matured 
suddenly, and almost before one 
could he aware of it. Mr. Asquith 
had relinquished his post, which 
has been taken by Mr. Lloyd 
George. The immediate cause of 
the change arose out df a differ¬ 
ence of opinion between the two 
men as to the composition of the 
suggested smaller war council. 
The ex-premier could not agree 
to hie having no voice in its de¬ 
liberations, while Mr. Lloyd Geo- 
rge believed that the management 
of the council should be left inde¬ 
pendent of the premier. No con¬ 
ciliation on this point was reach¬ 
ed, and Mr. Asquith stepped out 
Mr. Lloyd George has now the 
opportunity of constructing a 
new cabinet, but whether he will 
still hold to his ides of the prem¬ 
ier having no voice on the war 
council remains to be seen. Af¬ 
ter his activities of the past two 
conceive 
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years it is difficult to 
that he will leave himself out of 
it, although as this is written no 
decision has been intimated. 

To many minds the idea of Mr. 
Asquith at the helm of the Brit¬ 
ish Government was so deeply in¬ 
grained that it is difficult for them 
to re-adjust the situation. The 
work he hasdone ia immeasurable, 
and that, taken with bis record 
of office since 1906, placee him in 
an unique position. Assuredly, 
no other man could have held to¬ 
gether. through those troubled 
years, his followers and the house 
generally, as he did. With eon- 
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to demand, nothing will be den¬ 
ied him. but if he wants to reduce 
the cost of living he must look to 
his individual effort to do it If 
he stopped eating applet to-day 
they would become a glut on the 
market, things of rib value, but 
if he continues to demand them, 
up goes the price. Ahd the same 
is true of everything from cellar! 
dirt to diamond*. 

The reduction of the high cost 
of living, like charity, commenc¬ 
es at home, and neither Govern¬ 
ments or Boards of Enquiry can 
do a thing, except theorize about 
it as long as mankind refuses to 
acknowledge that troth. 
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"It Is a pity all cannot be gerT 
tlemen and sportsmen, even If 
we are enemies. ’’ declared the 
Crown Prince in a recent inter¬ 
view with a New York Tim**’ 
correspondent The German hab¬ 
its of gassing and looting are, of 
course, the last words in these de¬ 
sirable attainments.

Restlessness showed, 
but through It all, by comprom¬ 
ise and persuasion, Mr. Asquith 
still held together a cabinet in a 
manner no other man could have 
done. His genius lay in his in¬ 
nate ability to handle and hold 
together men who were at var¬ 
iance on principles of policy, and 
for over two years he has strugg¬ 
led with a situation no other lead¬ 
er has been faced with. But at 
length the day has arrived when, 
with dignity and honour, he surr¬ 
enders the leadership to another 
who is no less popular than him¬ 
self, and his retwjgment is due to 
the force of circumstances rather 
than any connivance among hi/ 
co-workers. 

Mr. Lloyd George is regarded 
a» the strong man of Great Bri¬ 
tain. Such he undoubtedly is, 
and his past has shown it. But 
has he the adaptability for lead¬ 
ership such as is possessed by 
his old chief, and will his fiery, 
thorough-going impetuosity allow

In order, how¬ 
ever, that no hasty or ill-considered 
action may be taken, it ia provided 
by tffc “Barrier Act that any pro¬ 
posed (jiange in the Constitution of 
the Church must be submitted by the 
General Assembly to the Presbyter¬ 
ies; and unless a majority of these 
pronounce in favor of the proposed 
change, it cannot be enacted by the 
General Assembly. _ 

' II. The proposed organic Union of 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada 
with the Methodist and the Congre¬ 
gational Churches of Canada has 
been under discussion for ever eleven 
years. During this period a Basis of 
Union waa wrought out with care by 
Urge and representative committees 
of the negotiating Churches and was 
sent twice to the Presbyteries of the 
Church. It was also twice tent to 
the Sessions and whole membership, 
so that the Church might have the 
opportunity of giving the fullest con¬ 
sideration to the Basis and to the 
question of Union. 

It la important to observe that the 
Basis of Union as adopted does not 
require our people to abandon any¬ 
thing that Is hallowed to them In 
faith, worship or government. 

The Basis of Doctrine contains the 
fundamental Christian beliefs that 
have always been held by "our people, 
but liberty is ellowed in those aspects 
of doctrine which arg the accompani¬ 
ments of, rather than essentials in, 
the evangelic faith. It is this great 
fact that readers the proposed Church 
Union practicable. 

In the Basis of Union express pro¬ 
vision is made that existing congrega¬ 
tions shall be free to continue with¬ 
out change the form of organisation 
which thev at present have. The 
names “Session" and “Presbytery" 
are retained. Congregations will con¬ 
tinue to call their own ministers, and 
the pastoral tie will remain unbroken 
as long aa minister and people so de¬ 
sire. A Settlement Committee will be 
appointed to endeavor to remedy the 
very serious difficulties that at pres¬ 
ent often interfere with the transfer 
of ministers from one congregation 
to another. ThU committee will be 
a useful Varna to aid, rather than re¬ 
strain, conjugations in their choice 
of a minister, and to assist the minis¬ 
ter in finding a suitable field of la¬ 
bor. Existing\ongregations will ex¬ 
perience little or qo change in the in¬ 
ternal government of their affairs. 

' 111. The question of Union was 
twice submitted to the people for 
their opinion, and abundant oppor¬ 
tunity afforded for the consideration 
and amendment of a proposed basis 
of Union.

I. The action'of the General As¬ 
sembly is the action of the Suprem. 
Court of the Church. Our Church, 
in common with other Churches, aa a 
part of the living Body of Christ, un> 
der His Headship and directed by Hll 
Spirit, is free to modify its doctrines, 
government and worship as fuller 
light may come, in order no the more 
effective fulfilment of its mission in 
the world. 

By law and practice the Presbyter¬ 
ian Church in Canada is governed by 
Sessions, Presbyteries end General 
Assemblies; and the Church speaks 


definitely reported to the General As¬ 
sembly In favor of Union. 

After the fullest consideration and 
debate, the Assembly, bv the verv 
large majority of 406 to 90, gave ef¬ 
fect to the will of the Church in thc 
resolution heretb appended: 

» 1. That the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada is, by/ the constitutional act 
of its courts and carrying out the will 
of ita people, committed to orgaoic 
Union with the Methodist Church 
and the Congregational Churchea of 
Canada. 

2. That, pwing to the war, no fur¬ 
ther action to consummate the Union 
is to he taken by the Assembly until 
ja full year after thev^lose of the 
War; that is, at the earliest, not be- 
(ore June. 1918. 

3., That, in the meantime, the: 
Church union Committee, appointed 
in tergia of the Assembly's resolution 
on Ujtion, is to confer with similar 
conyhittees from the other churches 
Vtih the object of ascertaining wbat 
leff^letion it may be necessary to se- 
cui^ from the Dominion Parliament 
and Ttra^fovincial Legislatures. This 
committee canoot report, at the earl¬ 
iest. before June, 1918. 

When the committee shall have re¬ 
ported. the Assembly, provided the 
other Churches have also given auth¬ 
orisation to their committees to pro¬ 
ceed, will authorise its committee to 
secure, ia conjunction with the simi¬ 
lar committees of the other churchea, 
enabling Acts from the Dominion 
Parliament and the several Legisla¬ 
tures. The Union itself, therefore, 
cannpt, at the earliest, be consum¬ 
mated before 1919. 

It Is expressly provided in the re¬ 
solution of the Assembly that /provi¬ 
sion be made in this legislation to 
conserve the property rights of all 
congregations that may determine by 
a majority vote of the communicants 
not to enter the United Church/ 

4. That special oversight will be 
given to the small congregations of 


after the close of the war, and that, 
with the consent and authority of 
that Assembly, application be made 
for the legislation proposed at the 
following session of the Dominion 
Parliament and the Provincial Legis¬ 
latures. 

5. That provision be made in this 
legislation to conserve the property 
rights of all congregations that may 
determine by a majority vote of com¬ 
municants not to enter the United 
Ourch. 

6 . That the union be consummated 
aa soon afttr the securing of legisla¬ 
tion as the regular steps can be ta¬ 
ken. 

7. That in the meantime Presby¬ 
teries be instructed to move along the 
lines authorised by the General As¬ 
sembly in Edmonton in 1912 either by 
local unions or by withdrawal of one 
church or the other where serious 
overlapping is taking place ta the det¬ 
riment of religion. 

S. That to the better furtherance of

Being Enlisted 

Quebec Chief Justice Rales They Are 
Responsible for Contract 
That “a minor who during war en¬ 
ters the King's service and voluntar¬ 
ily enlists for the defence of the flag, 
the pence of the country and tl * 
tfinpph of e just cause, males a con¬ 
tract which does aot come within the 
ordinary prescriptions of the civil 
code and that such enlistment is valid 
to all legal intents andtpurpoaes," was 
the ruling of Sir Francis Lemieux. 
chief justice of the superior court of 
the Province of Quebec, in the case 
of Alfred Fournier, who sought to 
have his son discharged from serving 
as s private in the l7lst battalion of 
the Canadian expeditionary forces be¬ 
cause he was a minor and had en¬ 
listed without his father's content. 


Manufacturers published in July. 
The output of iron and steel for the 
first six months of this year was 
7,756,000 tons, compared with 0,187,- 
000 tons in the first half of 1915, an 
increase of about 25 per cent. The 
combined production of the Central 
Powers in 1915 was 15.944,200 tons of 
steel while the allied countries pro¬ 
duced 17,000,000 tons. 

It becomes more and more dear 
to all who have made a thorough 
study of the military situation that 
the war will be ended, not by the 
sudden collapse of our enemies* 
economic system, not by the devel¬ 
opment of revolutionary tumults, but 
by the persistent use of guns and 
men.

The continuous 
and annoying pressure of our block¬ 
ade is most damaging to the nerves 
of the civilian population, but block¬ 
ade it always a secondary, though 
effective, method of warfare. The 
primary method ia to capture Ger¬ 
man positions on land and to press 
back German armies. To do thst the 
supply of men should he continuous, 
and therefore the work of recruiting 
is the most insistent task of the day.

Boys’ Firms in Italy 

Government Provides for Futurs TiU- 
ing of Country's Soil 

Boys’ Jarm colonies, as one means 
of providing for the future cultivation 
of Italy's soil, snd for the employ¬ 
ment of the orphans of farmer-sol-1 
diers killed in war, arc being estab¬ 
lished throughout the country dis¬ 
tricts of Italy. 

Tbs colonies are being organized 
by a society founded especially for 
this purpose under a plan drawn up 
by the National Institution of Agri¬ 
cultural Mutual Insurance. No fewer 
than twelve such colonies are now 
bring founded- 

Boys from the ages of 7 to 15 year*, 
are being taken into these schools, 
where they will be kept at an annual 
expenditure each of $100, the funds 
to be furnished in part by the dis¬ 
tricts where the farms are maintain¬ 
ed. 

The plan ia to keep ike boys on the 
farms until 21 years of age. They 
will be taught cattle raising, breeding 
of silk worms, rotation of crops, 
treatment of the soil, and use of mo¬ 
dern agricultural machinery of the 
Canadian type. 

After the age of 21, it is planned 
to set up the boys as independent 
farmers by the sale of lands and 
equipment to them on favorable 
terms.

For Fish Supply 

Allied Annie, ns Well a* Civilian 
Population OSar Big Bualaaaa 

The allied armies ss well ss s con¬ 
siderable proportion of the civilian 
population of Crest Britain ere now 
looking to Canada for a ateady sup¬ 
ply of fiah diet to make up for meat 
scarcity and to offset high prices for 
meats. The minister of militia has 
received from England a request to 
put through an order for ons million 
and a ball pounds of fresh frozen fiah 
for the British soldiers. Canadian 
soldiers ia England have been receiv¬ 
ing a weakly ration of Canadian fish 
for some months past. Arrangements 
have now been made to supply the 
Canadians in the trenches with a fish 
ration and specially prepared tins are 
being sent forward. 

The British authorities have been 
impressed with the cheapness snd de¬ 
sirability of s fish ration and want a 
similar supply for the British troops.

Boys Need More Food 

Than Farmers 

Lack of Appreciation of Ravenous 
Appetites Results in Undsr- 
Nutrition 

The ravenous appetites of healthy, 
growing boys are notorious. A recent 
investigation of the food eaten by 
300 boys in one of the largest private 
boarding schools of America, publish¬ 
ed in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, shows that the 
food was of the best quality, including 
193 varieties; it cost an average of 20 
cents a meal per boy, or 13J cents 
per thousand calories. 

Each boy consumed 4,350 calories a 
day at table, feut bought an average 
| of 650 additional calories at a neigh¬ 
boring store, the principal item in 
—— being chocolate. 

Thus each boy averaged 5,000 cal¬ 
ories a day, or half as much again aa 
a farmer at work ia believed to re¬ 
quire. The total fuel intake was 
three times that of the basal level of 
1,700 to 1,800 calories, which is the 
heat production of boya from 13 to 
16 years of age when resting or 
asleep. 

Dr. Graham Lusk remarks that lack 
of appreciation of the ravenous appe¬ 
tites of boya and lack of provision 
for it are the probable causes of 
much of the under-nutrition seen in 
children of school age. 

At this particular school, bread, 
butter, milk end sugar together fur¬ 
nished half of the food duel, snd the 
Journal of the American Medical As¬ 
sociation comments that this is an 
exceptionally wholesome combina¬ 
tion.
